Of Paris, where 
we bent our on⸗ 
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p COZitatios to 
no other thing but the appea⸗ 
ling ok all ſoꝛts of ielouʒies and 
diſturbances in Picardy and elſe 
wher, which hindered our iour⸗ 
ney into our Country ot Posctba, 
there to pꝛoſecute the warres Wh 
enterpꝛized againſt the Aueu- - 
hoces, accoꝛding as we had rcfol- 
ued, our cofen the Duke of Guize 

2 bnawares 
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vnwares to vs, did there ariue 
the ninth of this moneth. His 
comming after that ſoꝛt fo en⸗ 
creaſedthe fide ielouzies and 
diſtruſtes that wee were much 
troubled therewith: the rather 
foꝛ that before we had from di⸗ 
uers places beene aduertized, 
that he ſhould come in ſuch ma⸗ 
ner:aiſo, that he was looked foꝛ, 
by lundꝛy the inhabitantes of 
the ſame towne, who were ſul⸗ 
pected to bee the authors of the 
lalde diſtruſtg, belides that our 
elle had before for the ſame 
cauſe giuen him to vnderſtãd. d 
wee were nothing deſirous of 
bis comming beloꝛe we had ap⸗ 
peazed the akoꝛeſayde troubles 
Of Picardy, and quite taben away 
the caules of the lame. Conlide⸗ 
ring neuertheleſſe, that he came 
accompanied onely with four⸗ 
teene oz fiftene holes, we were 
con⸗ 


rather to the ende to endeuour 
lo to deale with him t hat all oc 
cafions of ielouʒie and diſtruſt 
might be extinguiſbed: wherein 
ſeeing how ſmally wer pꝛoſited, 


as alſo that bur ſaide Town 


grec dayly moꝛe and more re- 
pleniſbed with Gentlemen and 
trangers, retayners tothe fad 
Dukes trapne: alſo, that ſuch 
ſearches, as we cauſed the mas 
giſtrates and officers thereof 
to make, were thꝛongh the fear 
wherinto they were dꝛiuen per 
formed to halues: like wile, that 
the harts and affections of fun- 
Duy the enhabitants were dayly 
pꝛouoked, and moze and moze 


alienated: together with the o2- 
dinary aducrtizementes wher⸗ 


by wee were krom time to time 
enfoꝛmed of ſome great trou⸗ 
bles to fal out in p fame tovone, 
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content to fee him, and that the 
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we determined to caule the faid 
ſearches to be moze exactiy per⸗ 
fozmed throughout al the quar⸗ 
ters thereot thou the foꝛmer, to 
the end thereby to diſconer and 
truely finde out the ſtate of the 
ſame, alſo to auoide ſuch ſtran⸗ 
gers as ſboulde be found not to 
be aduowedas they ought. Foꝛ 
the perfozmance whercot wee 
thought tt good to ſtrengthen 
certatne the bodies / of the gar⸗ 
Des ofthe enhabitants and bur- 
geſes of the lame Town whom 
we had appointed to be planted 
in foure 02 fiue coꝛners there⸗ 
of, with the companies of ut. 
der and ſuch as were ofthe re⸗ 
giments ol our guard: who be⸗ 
foze were lodged in p tuburbs: 
alſo to commaunde diuers the 
Loꝛds of the counſail a knights 
of our oꝛder of the holy ghoſt, to 
march along the ſtrects z quar⸗ 

terg 


ters thereof accompanied with 
the quarter maſters and others 
the officers of the laid Towne. 
fuch as haue bene vſually accu⸗ 
ſomed to make the ſaide ſear⸗ 
ches. to the end by their counte⸗ 
nauncc to authorise aud aſliſt 
them in the ſame, as bath lun 
| Dep times bin practised, Wher⸗ 
| of allo we gauc notice to the faid 
Duke, and all the enhabitantes 
of the ſaide Towne, leaſte any 
thereof ſboulde take allarom 
02 any whit doubt of our entent 
in this point, which oꝛder at the 
beginning the Burgeles and 
dwellers leemed to take quietly 
and in good part: Howbeit 
within a while after matters 
ö ewe fo whot and that the ra⸗ 
cher through the induction of 
diuers who wandering vp and 
downe enformed the laid enha⸗ 
bitats that we had e ,

in the ſaid forces for auy other 
end, but only to eſtabliſh foꝛrein 
garifons within the Towne a⸗ 
foꝛeſaid, yea, and to deale woꝛſe 
then lo: whereby in ſhoꝛt fpace 
they had ſo animated and fir- 
red them vp that ik wee had not 
expꝛeſſely foꝛbibden the leaders 
ol our troopes from attempting 
any thing againſt the ſayde en⸗ 
habitants, æ withall commaun- 
ded them rather to beare and 
endure all extremities then to 
offer any violence, wee doe vn⸗ 
doubtedly beleeue that it had bin 
vnpoſſible to eſchue the general 

- facke of the Towne and much 
bloudſted. This when we per⸗ 
cetucd, wee determined to ceale 
the execution of the ſearches a⸗ 
foꝛeſaid alloto cauſe our forces 
to retire whome wee had not 
bꝛought in but vpon that onely 
occaſion: as alſo it was * o⸗ 
ther 


ther like, but that if we had inet 
other wiſe wee woulde haue at⸗ 
tempted, yca, and peraduenture 
put in execution whatſocuer 
our purpoſes before the rifing 
ofthe fad enhabitantes eyther 
that they had Deawne their | 
chaynes 02 erected their defen: 
ſes tn the ſtreetes, which imme⸗ 
diatly after noone they went in 
hande wit hall, and in a manner 
in one inſtant thꝛonghout al 
the ſtreetes of Paris,betivg there⸗ 
to induced and perfwaded by 
fundzp gentlemen, Capteines 
and other ſtraungers ſent in by J 
the {aide Duke of Ge, whoto . 
the fame end, in very ſhoꝛt ſpace 
appeared, deuided and aranged, 
thꝛoughout cueryquarter ofthe 
Towne.

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dilcharged diuers Harquebuze 


fhot. dealt ſome blowes which 
light cheefelp vpon the fapde 
Switzers, whome the fame eue⸗ 
ning we commaunded to retire 
and lodge about our Caſtle of 
the Loure, there to expect the 
cuent cf this commotion of the 
laid townfe-men: foꝛ the appea= 
fing wherok, ws did all that pol⸗ 
ſibly we could, yea, ſo farre forth 
asthe next dap to procure all 
the ſayd companies e fuch 
as before their c ing in we 
had placed in guard before our 
{aid Caſtle, to Depart the town, 
as beeing enkoꝛmed that in fo 
doing, we might greatly contẽt 
and pacitythe fatd inhabitautg: 
as alſo wee cauſed to ſtay ſome 
remaynder of the companies of 
foote : men ofthe regiment of P. 
cardy, albeit they were as pet ſe⸗ 
uen oz eyght leagueg off, 2 
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ther with Diners Loꝛdes and 
gentlemen our ſeruaunts that 
Dꝛewe vuto vs: as conlidering 
ↄ tijciame had bhꝛed ſome ſba⸗ 
dowe to tqis people, allo p they 
took’ oid of this pꝛetence, wher 
by tie moze to pꝛouoke 2 Litre 
them bp, All this notwithdan⸗ 
ding, in lie w of finding our wi⸗ 
{hed effect to their own benckite 
and our contentation, they ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe ftitl proceeded in rai⸗ 
ling their bulwacks, ſtrengthe⸗ 
ning their guarde night a day, 
& appꝛoching the ſame toward 
Out ſaid Caſtle of the Lone, euen 
to the very ſentinels of our oꝛdi⸗ 
naty guarde, as aifo they (cased 
vpon the townhouſe of the lame 
towne, togither with the keyes 
Of S..Anchonies gate and other the 

gates theroſ:ſo that by the thir⸗ 
teenth of this moneth, matters 
were runne fo farre that it me 

me 
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med vnpoſſible by mans power 
to ſtoppe the effect of greater vi⸗ 
olence and commotion, cuen be⸗ 
fore our ſayd cattle gates. This 
when wee perteiued, and being 
neuertheleſſe vn willing to em; 
plop our ſayd forces agaiuſt the 
fatd enhabitantes, as hauing c= 
uermoꝛe helde the pꝛeleruation 
of the ſayde Towne with the 
enhabitants thercof.as deere as 
our owne life, as in ſundꝛy their 
occaſions they haue well tryed 
and is euident to all men, wee 
determined the ſame day to de⸗ 
part, and rather to abſent our 
{clues , and abandon the place 
which aboue allthe woꝛld wee 
moſt loued, and fo doe ſtill deſire 
to doe, then to ſee it encurre fur⸗ 
ther hazarde oꝛ reeeiue greater 
domage:hauung withal entrea⸗ 
ted our moſt honourable Lady 
and Mother to ſtay, ⁊ try ys 
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ther fhe might thꝛough her dif- 
cretion and authoritic in our 
abſence bee able to finde anpe 
means, how to appease the ſaid 
tumult, which notwithtading, 
whatſoeuer her endeudurs, ſhe 
conide not in our pꝛeſence per⸗ 
foꝛme, and fo are come into this 
our Towne of Chartres, from 
whence wee thought good tin- 
mediatly to ſende you thele pꝛe⸗ 
ſentes therein deliring pou to 
conlider of the confequence of 
this cauſe how pꝛeiudiciall and 
hurtfull it will be, in caſe it goe 
koꝛ ward, vnto the cõmon cauſe, 
eſpecially to our holy catholike, 
Apoſtolike and Nomilh religts, 
ſith that they who were wont 
to fight togither forthe pꝛopa⸗ 
gation therot᷑ {hal thꝛough this 
accident (if it bee not remedied 
be dil vnited and forced toturne 
their weapons cache againſt o 


ther: 
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ther:to eſchue the falling wher⸗ 
into we pꝛay you to beletue that 
foʒ our partes we wil do what⸗ 
loeuer poſſibip we may: of ſuch 
force is the scale that we beare 
vnto our ſaide region, as he⸗ 
therto we haue ſufticiently cau⸗ 
{cd to appeare.Me alſo, ſo much 
as in vs lyeth, exhoꝛt and pꝛay 
vou to procure ſupplications to 
God in pour Churches foꝛ this 
revnion, as alſo that the obedi⸗ 
ence vnto vs due, bee obſerued 
accoʒding as is meete, and not 
to fuffer the enhabitants of dur 
Towne of ™, to Depart the 
right pathes thereof: but to ad⸗ 
moniſb and perlwade them to 
remaine quiet and conſtant in 
their lopaltics to their Ring: a 
in bnion and toncoꝛd one with 
an other, fo to mayntayne and 
pꝛeſetue themlelues vnder our 
obediente, and not to
